In the process!, the dress v/orn by Kumari Chingi caught fire 
and she shouted for help. On hearing her frantic screams, 
Shri Independenta who was living on the first floor of the same 
building, rushed to her rescue.. He entered Kumari Chingi’s 
room and brought her out. As the stove was still burning 
dangerously, he apprehended danger to the remaining occu¬ 
pants of the same building. He re-entered the house and 
threw the burning stove out. In the process, he got seriously 
burnt. He rolled down t?ie slope outside, the building and 
lost consciousness.

On 3rd February, 1992 in Mahodaya festival at Calinga- 
patnam seashore in Srikakulam District, about 50 persons 
were taken on a pleasure trip in a fibre boat to the 
Bay of Bengal from the point where Vamsadhara 
river joints the sea. On the way. the boat develo¬ 
ped engine trouble and capsized. All the passengers 
were struggling for lives. On seeing their plight, 
Shri Mylapalli Musalavva, himself a physically handi¬ 
capped person rushed to the : r rescue. He immediately jumped 
into the sea and started rescuing the victims to the nearby 
boat. Later, some other person^ of the fishermen community 
jjoined him in the rescue operations. Thus, above 25 preci¬ 
ous lives were saved. Shri Musalayya went fur’her into the 
sea and searched for the bodies of dead persons. He caught 
ho'd of three bodies and brought them on shore carrying 
them on his shoulders. 
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Shri Mylapailli Musalayya, inspite of his physical handicap 
(.his one icg Having oeeii ditecicu oy pono, snowed courage 
ana pioinpu.uuc oi a veiy mgu oiuer in saving me lives ol 
aooui hj peisons loiany nnnunuiui or. me grave risk involved 
to tus own hie. 

2. Shri Anil Kumar.

On 16th July, 1991, at about 1.30 A. M., some dacoits 
entered nouse ho. zbi/S, Knsnna Colony, Bhiwani. They 
tied me nouse owner anri narisn Kumar, sna.cned the keys 
auu siaiieu conecuiig vamaoies. un seeing tms, ms wile amt. 
ivieena snouted as me uitvons weie navmg daggers in their 
nanas. atm Ann Kumar \mio was sleeping in a room in 
House No. z6z/S, went on the root or House No. 261/8 and 
came to know about me incident. He went inside his house, 
brought a torch and entered ins neighbour s nouse. One of 
tne oacoits attacked mm wan ms dagger and ne resisted the 
attack wttn tne netp ot tne torcn. 6nn Sunn Kumar, brother 
ol Snri Anil Kumar also came to Ins help. He caught hold of 
one ot tne dacoits. Snn Ann Kumar snatcned the weapon from 
a dacoit and started ngming wnn mem. cme ot tne dacoits wno 
was in the house and was removing jewellery and cash from 
the safe noticed tnat his omer accomplice dm not come out, 
attacked Son Anil Kumar witn a hnne and Shri Anil Kumar 
got injuries but despite tnat ne continued resisdng the dacoits. 
He was successful in snatching all the weapons li om the dacoits 
and foiied their robbery attempt but in the process he sustai¬ 
ned severe injuries. He was taken to nospnai and due to 
timely medical treatment his life was saved. 

Shri Anil Kumar displayed courage and promptitude in resis¬ 
ting dacoits and saving iives unmindful of the grave risk 
involved to his own life. 

3. Master Pardeep Kumar Tank, 

Government High School, 

Mehlana (Sonipat), 

Haryana. 

On 26th June, 1991, five women of village Mehlana went 
to West Yamuna Canal for washing their clothes. They fell 
into the deep water of the canal and shouted for help. Master 
Pardeep Kumar Tank, who was near the spot, on hearing 
their shouts, came rushing and without caring for his own 
safety, jumped into the canal. He succeeded in bringing two 
women out of the canal. He also tried to save remaining 
3 women but could not locate them as they had drowned. 

Master Pardeep Kumar Tank thus displayed conspicuous 
courage and promptitude in saving the lives of two women 
unmindful of the risk involved to his own life. 

4. Shri Karingattil Thazha Kuniyil Kannan,

On 16th November, 1990, while Kumari Bindu, Kumari 
Savita ad Chathoth Janu Amma were takig bath in Kuttiadi 
river, Bindu and Savita slipped and fell down into the river 
and were drowning as they did not know swimming. Janu 
Amma made a attempt to save them but unfortunately Bindu 
tried to catch her. In the melee, all the three began to drown. 
A feeble old man of 75, Shri Karingattil Thazha Kuniyil 
Kannan, who was fishing in the river on his canoe, happened 
to see their plight, and at once rushed to their aid. He imme¬ 
diately reached the spot and saved one of them from drowning 
and took her in his canoe. By that time the other two had 
drowned to the bottom of the river. Shri Kannan though 
very weak jumped into the river and brought out safely both 
of them. 

Shri Karingattil Thazha Kuniyil Kannan, thus, showed 
conspicuous courage and promptitude in saving the lives of 
three drowning women unmindful of the grave risk involved 
to his own life.

coming out ot tne nouse. Being illiterate and 

unaware of tne consequences of touching a charged 

wire, sue got severe electric shock, lne lauy ana tne ennui en 
screameu ror neip. On nearing meir lranuc snoms, Snri k.E. 
Mouammea Annul Knadar wno was attending to some main¬ 
tenance work at ms nouse rushed to tneir rescue. He success¬ 
fully separated two children Irom the live wire. However, 
in trying to save tne oia lady, ne got a severe snock ana was 
thrown away by its impact. He immediately came out of the 
house and yelled tor nelp which drew the attention of Shri 
Asnarat an electrician in me Slate Transport Department wno 
was passing by. He at once climbed on the electric pole with 
the neip or arm Monammed Aoaui Knauar and aisconnec.ed 
the live wire. Tnereatter, Snn Mouammea Abuui Knauar 
rushed to tne spot and removed the wire whicn was sull in 
the hands of Smt. Nabeesa who by then was unconscious and 
her hand was scorched completely. Shri Asharaf ana Shri 
Mohammed Abdul Khadar carried the 3 victims io the hos¬ 
pital for treatment. 


S/Shri K. E. Mohammed Abdul Khadar and P. S. Asharaf 
showed conspicuous courage and promptitude in saving the 
life of a women and her two grand children from electrocution 
unmindful of the risk involved to their own lives.

Shri Ramakrishna immediately rushed to the 
spot and rescued the boy. But, as ill luck would have it, in 
the rescue process, he himself came in contact with the live 
wire and got electrocuted. 

Shri Ramakrishna showed conspicuous courage and promp¬ 
titude in saving the life of the six year old boy but in the 
process lost his own life.

Ampi, took them on her shoulder 
and swam to safety amidst the wreckage of the country boat 
that was floating in the water. At this time, she heard the 
feeble voice of Smt. Omana, a relative of hers, who was 
struggling for her life. Without hesitation she again rushed to 
the spot. Smt. Sarada caught hold of the hapless victim’s 
hair and brought her on to the floating wreckage. In the 
meanwhile, people from the shore reached in a country boat 
and saved all of them. 
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Smt. Sarada showed examplary courage and promptitude in Kuman Meenaksm ben snowed conspicuous courage and

Sne went 
into deep waier ana siartea drowning. On seeing tins other 
women jumped mio me nver to save tue lne ot Kumar! 
Manaoai ou, mey aiso waueu at owning. On seeing tms, Master 
Ragnu, Masiei Mancsn and Mastei Dilip wno were taking 
bam nearoy jumped in.o me river to save mem. Drowning 
women caugnt noid or me reeL or Master Ragnu and Master 
Duip. Master Mancsn, nowevei, Heed mem rrom tneir clut- 
cncs ana orougm mem out or water. Master Ragnu Drought 
one women out ot waiei and men neipeu Master Mahesh and 
Master ump in saving me lives ot me remaining women. 

Master Dilip, Master Mali#sn and Master Raghu showed 
conspicuous courage and promptitude m saving me lives of 
seven women rrom drowning unmindful ot the risk involved 
to then: own lives. 

12. Shri Kedar Nath Patil. (Posthumous)

On 3rd April, 1988, the house of Shri Bhagvvandas Goojar 
suddenly caught fire and me lire started spreading to the 
neignbouring houses. On observing that the fire cannot be 
controlled, Shri Kedar Nath Patil on his motor-cycle went to 
nearby villages to inform about the fire and also went to 
Harda to seek help of the Administration to control the fire, 
lmmediatly after informing the Administration, he returned 
to the spot and started his efforts to extinguish the fire. In 
the process he sustained burn injuries and became unconsci¬ 
ous. He was taken to ( Harda for medical treatment but he 
succumbed to bum injuries. 

Shri Kedar Nath Patil displayed conspicuous courage and 
promptitude in his efforts to save the lives of many persons 
from fire but unfortunately he lost his own life in this 
process.

He shouted 
for help. Many people aii ei.v- *-r- : 'o «-iie dared to come 
forward to rescue hist. Rkiiihi'i Meenakshi Sen who was in¬ 
side her home heard the cry and came out. She rushed to the 
helpless boy and with the help of a piece of wood she pulled 
him away from the pole and thus saved bis life. 


14. Master Mohd. Daud Siddiqui,

On 24th December, 1990, some children were playing hide 
and seek.

She got burn 
injunes ana snouted roi ne.p. Master Monammeu Daud 
Siduiqui aged 0 years nail just returned from Mosque after 
onerrmg ms prayer. He nisnea to rescue her ana successfully 
brougtit ner out of tne dustom. In tms process, he himself 
got severe burn injuries and became unconscious. 

Master Mohd. Daud Siddiqui, despite his tender age, sho¬ 
wed conspicuous courage and promptitude in saving the life 
of a girl from burning unmsndtul of the risk involved to his 
own life. 

15. Shri Amarchand Tukaram Patil, 

Sugvekar Ali, Neral, Tal. Karjat,

On 24th July, 1989, there was heavy flood in Karjat Ta- 
luka. A small house of Neral situated on the bank of Ulhas 
river was completely surrounded by the flood waters and 17 
persons were trapped inside. The lives of all the 17 persons 
were in peril, lne Police tried to rescus them with tne help 
of local public but in vain. Shri Amarchand Tukaram Patil 
at the risk of his life reached the marooned house and rescu¬ 
ed all the persons with the help of a rope. 

Shri Amarchand Tukaram Patil displayed a very high stan¬ 
dard of courage and promptitude in saving the lives of 17 ma¬ 
rooned persons unmindful of the grave risk involved to his 
own life. 

16. Shri Vasant Narayan More, 

At Panvel, Abdul Razak Building, 

House No. 10, Pardesh Ali, Panvel,

Maharashtra. 

On 5th August, 1988, a school bus carrying 54 students 
collapsed in a big ditch containing water contaminated with 
acid near the Hindustan Insecticides Ltd. Shri Vasant Narayan 
More saw this and rushed to the rescue of the trapped chil¬ 
dren. He at once jumped into the water and reached the ill- 
fated bus. He broke the glasses of the bus and went inside. 
He brought all the trapped children out to safety and in the 
process got his entire body charred due to the acidulous water. 

Shri Vasant Narayan More showed conspicuous courage and 
promptitude in saving the lives of 54 students totally unmind¬ 
ful of the grave risk involved to his own life. 

17. Master U, Ripil Bareh,

Jaintia Hills, 

Meghalaya. 

On 25th April, 1992, a 12 year old boy, Master Lamdeibha 
Suchen was drowning in the river Myntdu while taking bath. 
The boy was struggling for his life. Another 14 year old boy 
named Master U. Ripil Bareh, who happened to be there saw 
his plight and rushed to his rescue. He at once jumped into 
the river (this part of the river is considered dangerous and 
tw'o persons had died there in the past) and reached the dro¬ 
wning boy. He caught hold of him, carried him on his back 
and swam back to the bank of the river. Meanwhile, some 
people gathered there and administered first aid. Later, the 
boy was hospitalised. 

Master U. Ripil Bareh showed exemplary courage and prom¬ 
ptitude in saving the life of the drowning boy (whom he did 
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not know beforehand), unmindful of the grave risk invoiced 
to his own life. 


18. Master Lalhmangaiha, 

s/o late Shri Dengsaiiova,

On 9th July, 1992, Shri Dengsaiiova and his son. Master 
Lainmangaina ot LMthar village were going to Thangte village 
to coue^L nee. Wnile tney were going along the Kangtek river 
aoout 5 Kms trom tneir village, they were suddenly accosted 
by a wild bear wbicn was aoout abacs Stm Dengsaiiova. 
Snri Dengsaiiova took out his dao and gave a full itiroateu 
war-cry to scare away the bear. Hut the bear attacked him 
and a light ensured between them. The bear overpowered him, 
pushed mm down and bit mm all over his face, throat and 
nead. On seeing tms, Master Lalhmangaiha rushed to his 
father's rescue. He caught hold of the cropped dao of his fa 
ther and struck the beast repeatedly wiln an his strength. The 
beast then turned towards the boy and attacked him. It bit 
him on his thigh and the boy was bleeding profusely. But the 
boy did not lose heart and gave a severe blow lo the beast 
with hi s dao on its face and tne beast ran away into the jungle. 
The boy unmindful of his own injuries started attending to his 
father who was bleeding profusely and sinking. He laid him 
down and ran to the village to inform the villagers about the 
incident unmindful of his own injury'. The villagers rushed 
to the spot but by then Shri Dengsaiiova w'as dead. 

Master Lalhmangaiha showed exemplary courage and bra¬ 
very in trying to save the life or his father from the clutches 
of a wild bear unmindful of the grave risk involved to his own 
life. 

19. Shri Gulbadan Talli, ( Posthumous )

On 11th August, 1990, during Anti-Mandal agitation, an 
Orissa State Transport Corporation bus was forcibly taken to 
Vani Vibar Campus by a group of students of Utkal Universi¬ 
ty. They sprinkled petrol on the bus and the driver and set 
fire to the bus. The driver of the bus, Shri Gulbadan Talli 
protested against the wanton destruction of public property and 
refused to leave the bus till the bus crew and passengers were 
conducted to safety. He sustained severe burn injuries and 
died. 

Shri Gulbadan Talli showed examplary courage and devo¬ 
tion to duty in trying to save the lives of many passengers and 
public property and in the process sacrificed his own life. 

20. Ms. Kamlesh Verma, 

3-CH.-10, Vigyan Nagar, 

Kota, 

Rajasthan. 

On 13th February, 1988, a group of sttudents and teachers 
of Mayank Secondary School, Kota went to Rameshwaram 
(District Boondi) on a sight-seeing tour. This place is situa¬ 
ted in the hills. There is also a nullah in this area which is 
at a height on 50 metres from the- earth. When the louring 
party was taking their lunch, honey bees from three honey¬ 
combs suddenly attacked them. Due to this, 7 students and 
2 teachers became unconscious Ms. Kamlesh Verma, a stu¬ 
dent of the school, showed extraordinary courage and shifted 
them on her shoulders to a safer place by crossing the nullah 
stairs and thus saved their lives. 

Ms. Kamlesh Verma showed conspicuous courage and 
promptitude in saving the lives of 9 persons unmindful of the 
risk involved to her own life. 

21. Shri Roop Prakash Shukla, 

s/o Shri Om Prakash Shukla, 

Chatikma Mohalla, 

Karoli, 

Rajasthan. 

On 30th July, 1990. Shri Budhhu and Shri Banwari, aged 
12 & 18 years respectively, while bathing in a pond, could not 


control themselves and started drowning. Though many peo¬ 
ple had garnered around, none took any initiative to rescue 
tne drowning persons. At this point of time, Shri Roop 
Prakash Snukla, who had come there to take bath, immeuia t ely 
rushed to the spot to rescue the drowning persons from the 
tank and successfully brought both of them out, thus saving 
two precious lives. 

On 17th, 19th and 24th March, 1991, people had come from 
various places to attend the Kailadevi fair and were taking 
bath in the Kalisil river. As some of them entered the deep 
water zone and were about to be drowned, Shri Roop Prakash 
Shukla was instrumental in saving a 9-year old boy, a lady 
named Susheela Devi and Shri Premsingn Jatav respectively 
on all the three occasions by risking his own life. 

On 26th March, 1991, Shri Sampu, an electrician was re¬ 
pairing some electric equipment when he came into contact 
with live electric wires and got stuck. Shri Snukla removed 
the electric wires with the help of a piece of wood and look 
him to hospital for treatment. 

Thus Shri Roop Prakash Shukla saved the lives of five per¬ 
sons from drowning and one person from electrocution on 
various occasions displaying conspicuous courage and promp¬ 
titude unmindful of the risk involved to his own life. 

22. Shri Gaurav Saxena, (Posthumous)

Uttar Pradesh. 

On 13th May, 1991. Shri Gaurav Saxena and Shri Vivek 
with other friends went to barrage for a walk. After walking 
and skating. Shri Vivek and Son Gauiav Saxena entered into 
the barrage for bath. While bathing, Shri Vivek was swept 
away by the fast current of water. As he did not know swi¬ 
mming, he shouted for help. Shri Gaurav Saxena jumped 
into the deep water to save the life of Shri Vivek but he got 
exhausted after swimming tor sometime in the fast current of 
water and in his efforts to save the life of his friend, he him¬ 
self got drowned in the deep waters of the barrage. 

Shri Gaurav Saxena displayed conspicuous courage and 
promptitude in trying to save the life of his friend but unfor¬ 
tunately lost his own life and made supreme sacrifice in the 
process. 

23. Shri Vijay Kumar Damcle, (Posthumous) 

At Banyota. P. S. Kotwali, 

Banda, District Banda, 

Uttar Pradesh. 

On 6th January, 1991, the shop of Shri Bhola Prasad Sahoo 
suddenly caught fire and his daughter was trapped inside the 
burning shop. Sensing that the girl was going to burn to death. 
Shri Vijay Kumar Damele immediately entered the shop and 
brought the girl out safely. In the process, he sustained 
severe burn injuries and later succumbed to them. 

Shri Vijay Kumar Damele showed conspicuous courage and 
promptitude in saving the life of a girl from fire but unfortu¬ 
nately lost his own life in the process. 

24. Shri Bachan Singh Jayara, 

Sanitary and Food Inspector, 

Municipal Commitiee, Hardwar, 

Uttar Pradesh. 

On 21st March, 1991, while cleaning the public sewer, 
Safai Karamchari Shri Harishchandra was caught in the 
poisonous sewer gas. To save his lile, two safai karamcharis, 
Shri Saktu and Shri Kali, entered into the manhole of the 
sewer but both become unconscious due to the effect of gas 
On seeing this, Shri Bachan Singh Jayara. Sanitary and Food 
Inspector fully aware of the presence of the noxious gas ru¬ 
shed to their aid. He entered the manhole but the moment 
he was able to tie Kati with a rope, he also became uncon¬ 
scious. Shri Javara and Shri Kati were brought out from the 
manhole with the help of a rope by a passer-by Shri Virbhan 
Upadhyava and admitted to hospital for treatment. The two 
safai karamcharis Shri Harishchandra and Shri Saktu, 
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however, died on the spot. Thus, the life of Shri Kati could be 
saved due to the prompt action of Shri Jayara. 

Shri Bachan Singh Jayara displayed promptitude, courage 
and concern for human life in saving the life of a safai karam- 
chari unmindful of the grave risk involved to his own life. 

25. No. 0147/D/44 Cadet Rajat Gulati, 

INS Mandovi, Southern Naval Command. 

On 8th September. 1991, Cadet Rajat Gulati alongwith 
eight other coleagues had gone for a picnic to Arambal beach 
near Panjim. The group waded upto knee deep water and were 
playing there. Suddenly, Cadet Gulati heard frantic cries for 
heilp and as he turned around, he noticed four of his colle¬ 
agues swiftly drifting seaward. Being non-swimmers, they 
were splashing violently to stay afloat. On seeing their plight, 
Cadet Gulati rushed to their rescue. There was a strong 
seaward current in the area and the bottom was rocky. Even 
though he was exhausted after the first rescue attempt, Cadet 
Gulati made three more forays into the sea to rescue his 
colleagues in distress. 

Cadet Gulati had just finished his herculean rescue when he 
heard a fisherman shouting and pointing to a place where one 
more cadet had disappeared. Though extremely exhausted, 
he again dived into the sea in search of the fifth cadet but 
could not find him; the cadet’s body was recovered from the 
sea the next day. 

Cadet Gulati showed exemplary courage and concern for 
human life in coming to the rescue of his drowning colleagues 
unmindful of the grave risk to his own life.

Lance Naik Chandran of 3 Madras was located at Rudra- 
pravag during Exercise Indra Dbanush from 14th September, 
1990 onwards. On 18th September, 1990 around 2.30 P.M. 
some civilians reported that a civil bus of Garhwal Motors 
Organisation Unit carrying 54 passengers going from Rishikesh 
to Badrinath had fallen about 350 metres down the ravines 
five kilometres away from Rudrapravag near the main road 
itself. Lance Naik Chandran alongwith fellowmen rushed to 
the spot of accident. They could see some civilians lying dead 
and a few trving to get away from the site. Till then, no rescue 
had been organised. Lance Naik Chandran alongwith a res¬ 
cue partv of 3 MADRAS and 5 SIKH we u down the steep 
gorge, with the help of anchored ropes. They found that 
about 79 passengers were already dead and the rest were in¬ 
jured verv seriously. Lance Naik Chandran tied one of the 
civilians to bis back and with the help of rope hauled himself 
an and the civilian. The process was tedious and cumbersome. 
However, with doeeed determination, he hauled him up along 
a vertical climb of 300 metres. The civilian was later evacua¬ 
ted to Civil Hospital at Rudrapravag where after medical treat¬ 
ment he survived. The process was continued till all the 25 
injured passengers were evacuated.

sonnel and 4 dead bodies by lifting them on their backs 
through rope climbing. In the process, Pioneer Mauji Ram was 
hit badly by one of the shooting stones and was severely inju¬ 
red. Others also got minor hurts. 

Pioneer Mauji Ram displayed exemplary courage and excep¬ 
tional dedication in saving the lives of helpless victims of the 
accident unmindful of the grave risk to his own life.

He rescued many persons from drown¬ 
ing. After successfully rescuiting the helpless victims, he also 
rendered first aid.

Reservations shall be made for the candidates 
beloneine to the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes after 
taking into account the vacancy position reported to the Com¬ 
mission by the indenting cadres/offices.

2.5 An STP V- 1 be a duty free and bonded area under 
section 25 of the Custom Act 1962.

2.6 The entire software developed bv STP unit shall be 
exported except the sales it; the Domestic Tariff 
Area (DTA).

2.8.2 CLUB0IAG (7- At.7 FOREIGN EXCHANGE {NFE) 

■ The NFE earned by the STP unit can be clubbed with the 
NFE of its parent/associate company in the DTA for the 
ourpose of according Export House/Trading House/Star 
Trading House status for the later. NFE for this purpose will 
be calculated' according to the formula given in para 138 of 
Chapter Xtt of the Expert and Import Policy (1992-97). 


2.9. Supplies made from DTA to a STP unit Will be re¬ 
garded as deemed exports and will be eligible for the bene¬ 
fits specified in para 106 and 122 of the Export and Import 
Policy (1992-97). Such benefits shall be available provided 
the goods supplied are made against a letter of authority 
issued by Chief Executive of STP society established by the 
Department of Electronics, Government of India. 

2.10. The Provisions of paragraph 111 to 117 of chapter 
IX of the Export and Import Policy (1992-97) applicable to 
Export Oriented units (EOUs) and units in Export Proces¬ 
sing Zone (EPZs) shall also apply mutatis mutandis to STP 
units subject to the following modifications: 

2.10.1. The words ‘Development Commissioner’ where¬ 

ver it occur shall be substituted by the word 
‘Chief Executive of STP society’. 

2.10.2. The word 'BOA’ wherever it occurs shall be 
substituted by the word TMSC’. 

2.11. Export obligation on the STP unit on net foreign 
exchange terms in US dollar value will be as 
follows: 

Export Obligation — 1.5 X (GIF value of the hard¬ 
ware imported) 4-1.5—x wages 

bill. 

NOTES : 

(i) The obligation on the hardware part will be 
fulfilled over a period of four years. 

(ii) The obligation on wage bill will be on annual 
basis. Net foreign exchange for this purpose , will 
be defined as below : 

‘‘Net Foreign Exchange earned for this purpose is 
defined as foreign exchange inflow as a result of 
Software Export less foreign exchange outflows on 
account of expenditure other than initial hardware 
and/or software import.” 


2.12 Use of Computer System in STP for training purpose 
is also allowed subject to the condition that no computer 
terminal will be installed outside the STP for this purpose. 

3.0 This scheme is separa’e from the EGLT/EPZ scheme 
incorporated in Chapter IX, of the Export and Import 
Policy (1992-97). In respect of a Software unit established 
in an EPZ or as an EOU under Chapter IX of that Policy, 
tjie provisions of that Chapter will apply. 


2.8.3 FOREIGN EXCHANGE 

As per pamqioth 2 of the Mrnwiandum attached tp A.D. 
CM. A. Series) Circular No. 11 dated 29th February 1992 
in terms of which nil receipts in foreign exchange under the 
current account transactions- are- required to be surrendered 
to authorised dealers at official rate and market rate in the 
proportion of 40 : 60. It has. been decided that the entire 
export earnings in. foreign currency realised, on or after 1st 
July 5992, by software development Units set up in the Soft¬ 
ware Technology Park complexes, under the 100 percent 
Export-Oriented Scheme approved by Inter-ministerial Stan¬ 
ding Committee, may be allowed to be converted at the mar¬ 
ket rr.te, irrespective of whether such exports were made in
